Laying gas buoys along a course of 
340 miles, a great part of tile way in 
a current running at a speed of over 
ten miles an hour, is the difficult task 
performed each spring by Canadian 
government steamers in the St. Law­ 
rence river, between Montreal and Fa­ 
ther Point, the latter the point where 
the Empress of Ireland sank in the 
summer of 1914 after collision with 
the collier Storstad, writes J. G. Mae- 
Phail in Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
Throughout the winter months the en­ 
tire length of the St. Lawrence is ice­ 
bound. 
All marine traffic is suspend­ 
ed. 
Prior to the breaking up of the 
Ice In April, all equipment is made 
ready. 
The buoys are charged with 
several months’ supply of g a s; the lan­ 
terns, Including the flashing mecha­ 
nisms and burners, are adjusted, and 
mooring cables are cut to lengths and 
conveniently placed. 
Each buoy, with lantern, mooring 
cable and anchor, weighs about four 
tons, Is from five to eight feet In di­ 
ameter, and from ten to thirty feet 
In length over all, according to type. 
The distance from Montreal to Father 
Point is 340 miles. 
One hundred and 
fifty gas buoys are placed to mark this 
route.

Ostia, Italy.— Efforts are being made 
«o reclaim and plant part§ of the vast 
*ract of land which stretches for sev­ 
eral miles around Rome and goes by 
he name of the “Campagna Romans.” 


} t has been allowed to remain idle and 
uncultivated ever since the fall of the 
Roman empire. 
Before that tim e it was a sort of 
terrestrial paradise; villas arid gar­ 
dens were dotted all over It as far as 
Che eye could see. it was luxuriant 
vith fruits and flowers, it supplied 
Coed and work for thousands upon 
honsands of men, it was one of the 
riotft beautiful and intensely cultivat­ 
ed Spots in the world. 
When Rome, however, was obliged 
ju resign her position as “the mistress 
of the world,” the “campagna” was 
«b«7*doned and gradually became a 
marshy, 
malaria-infected 
desert, 
in­ 
habited only by a few hardy shep­ 
herds. 
New Law Having Effect. 
Now, however, the law which was 
recently passed, decreeing that any­ 
one who does not cultivate his land 
to the utmost of its capacity, is liable 
to have the land confiscated, is be­ 
rim in g to have Its effects. 
Prince 
Aldobrandlnl has engaged a company 
to reclaim a huge estate of several 
ffiotfsands of acres, which he owns In 
he “campagna.” 
The work already bas begun and 
n experimental station has been set 
up at Ostia. 
The land was first of 
all drained and 
then 
arrangements 
were made to obtain water from the 
Tiber for Irrigation. 
Electric tractors 
to draw the plows were then bought 
and various kinds of fruit, vegetables 
and cereals were cultivated In order 
to find out hot* fertile the land Is and 
_ 
what kind of crop it Is most adapted j =j 
for. 
11 
Yields Plentiful Crops. 
The results were beyond the wild­ 
est hopes of any of the promoters of 
the company. 
The land, after lying 
idle for centuries, 
seems 
to 
have 
stoted up its fertility throughout all 
that time and now yields crop upon 
crop with unstinting hand. 
An attempt has even been made to 
grow cotton here and the experiment 
has been successful, but how success­ 
ful It has been impossible to deter­ 
mine. as the cottonseed used was of 
the worst quality obtainable. 
Tills 
year, however, it is proposed to plant 
American or Egyptian cotton. So hap 
py have the results at the experim ent­ 
al station been. that it Is hoped that 
soon work may be begun for the total 
reclaiming of the whole of the “cam­ 
pagna.”

Baltimore Amerisan’s Long and 
Eventful History. 


F irs t issued in 1773, the New spaper 


Has Continued W ithout a B reak 


U n til the Present Day. 


M any people find a fascination in 
old new spapers. 
T hey like to read 
that such and such a paper is the old­ 
e st in the country, or the first one 
published In such and such a city. 
A nd when a new spaper c h a n g s ow n­ 
ers, says a w riter In the Christian 
Science M onitor, It Is alw ays sure of 
finding 
interested 
readers 
for 
the 
scraps of its own history which It 
prints along w ith the announcem ent 
o f the change. 
T hus when F ra n k A. 
M unsey’s N ew Y ork H erald, in an­ 
nouncing recently Mr. M unsey’s p u r­ 
chase of the B altim o re A m erican, re­ 
ferred to the A m erican as “older th an 
the governm ent of the U nited S tates 
itse’f,” and as the “second oldest new s­ 
p a p e r in A m erica,” m any who saw the 
Item found th e ir 
th o u g h ts 
turning 
back to the days w hen new spapers 
w ere fa r less common th an they are 
today. 
B u t presu m ab ly 
none 
were 
m isled into ta k in g th a t statem en t to 
in d icate th a t the A m erican w as the 
second n ew spap er established in the 
U nited States. 
Of course, there w ere 
m an y before it. 
T h e B altim ore Amer- ; 
lean w a s first issued on A ugust 20, I 
1773. 
Its fou nd er w a s th a t W illiam 1 
G oddard who w as a t th e tim e editor , 
o f the Pennsylvania Chronicle of Phil- , 
adelphia, and who, on th e occasion of I 
a visit to B altim ore, w as urged to un- j 
dertake a publication there. 
The Bal- I 
tim ore A m erican w as not specifically i 
the paper which G oddard founded in ; 
B altim ore. 
H is first issue there ap­ 
peared u n d er the title of the M aryland 
Journal and B altim ore A dvertiser, and 
continued under th a t title until a n ­ 
other P hiladelp hian w ent to B altim ore 
and, 
pu rchasin g 
th e 
new spapers, 
changed its nam e to th e B altim ore 
A m erican 
and 
C om m ercial 
Intelli- 
jgencer. 
T hu s 
the 
n am e B altim ore 
Am erican first served as tile heading 
for th e new spap er in 1795. 
B ut W illiam G oddard w as already a 
n e w sp a p e r m an of d e m o n strated en­ 
terp rise and ability, even before his 
experience 
w ith 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Chronicle. 
A p paren tly he had served 
as an editor in New York, and cer­ 
tain ly he had had new sp ap er ex peri­ 
ence in Providence. It. I., w here he 
established the P rovidence G azette and 
Jo u rn a l in 1792. 
T h u s G oddard him ­ 
self a p p e a rs to have had some connec­ 
tion w ith at least th ree n ew spap ers 
before he ever thought

B alti­ 
m ore A m erican. 
And jo u rn alistic his­ 
to ry brings up a n u m b e r of new spaper 
titles w hich w ere a n te c e d e n t to his 
B altim o re foundation.
